The increase of small-pox is causing 
much alarm in London. Tho "Daily 
News" says:— No one can foretell tho 
outbreak may take; but it may be 
moutioued that there is no reason to 
behove it will improve before it has 
grown very much worse. The mem- 
orablo plague of small-pox which 
marked tho early months of l871took 
seven months to run its full course. 
Ttio present outbreak has been ten 
months in growing to its existing 
proportions, the first evidence of its 
arrival presenting itself in the month 
of March last. In February, 1871, 
tho number of patients in hospital 
was about the same as that recorded 
to-day. A month later there were 
1,175 patients under hospital treat- 
ment. On tho 15th of April the re- 
turns showed 1,525; -and on tho 13th 
of May, 1,875; and on the 10th of 
Juno there were over 2,000, This is 
the largest number recorded at the last 
groat outbreak. Happily, tho present 
returns fall far below that; and it is to 
bo hoped that, with the increased ex- 
perience, tho growing skill, and tho 
never-failing patience of the conimiit.ee 
and medical officers who are grappling 
with the disease, tho black figures of 
1871 may not again bo reached. "What 
is urgently needed just now is host 
pital accommodation, and it is jus- 
this that thejeommittee find itmostdiffi- 
cult to acquire,

The young man Frederick Treada- 
way who is accused of tho murder of 
Mr. Collins at Stanley street, Pimlico, 
under circumstances already reported 
in tho •'Mail," was apprehended on 
December Kith at Islewoith, with a 
revolver in his possession. Inquiries 
that have been made since the com- 
mittal of tho terrible tragedy show the 
probability of the crime having plunder 
for its object. Treadaway, who had 
at first been engaged in his father's 
business as a hosier and tailor, quar- 
reled with his parents a few months 
since, and loft his home, after which 
bo obtained successively various situ- 
ations, none of which he was able to 
keep — principally, it is said, on ac- 
count of his hot temper. He had 
boon some months out of employment, 
and, having spent nil his money, was 
roduced to extremities. Ho had spent 
a short time with Mr. Stephens, jr., 
and afterwards called upon Mr. Col- 
lin's, where, as has been stated, he 
stayed to dinner. It appears that 
after leaving his house he went to his 
father and asked him for the loan of a 
a fovv pounds, which was refused. On 
receiving this refusal ho turned away, 
and it is supposed wandered about 
nil night, when it seems probable that 
ho bethought him of Mr. Collins, whom 
ho knew to be in the habit keeping 
money in his house and aboul his per- 
son. Ho is known to be familiar with 
deadly weapons, and bad from a boy, 
it is said, been in the habit of carrying 
a dagger about him, When he camo 
to the houso of Mr. Collins ho told 
Mrs. Collins that he had been walking 
about all night, and was very tired 
and accepted her offer to rest him- 
self on a couch, where he apparently 
foil asleop. After Mr. Collins' return 
he accepted an invitation to dinner, 
and it would appear that aftor M.-g. 
Collins left the the room he must have 
risen from his seat in front of his host, 
whom ho shot in the left eye. When 
brought before the magistrates tho 
prisoner said he was lying on tho 
sofa in Mr. Collins' room when lie 
was soized with an unaccountable 
"sudden impulse" to shoot tho do- 
ceased, and immediately acted upon 
it. 

The Rev. A. Tooth, of Hatcham, 
has deliberately and in the most, for- 
mal manner defied the tribunal which 
was created by the Public Worship 
Regulation Act, and which baa al- 
ready passed sentence upon him. Tho 
rev. gentleman was duly served a few 
days ago with an inhibition suspend- 
ing him from ofliciating at Hatcham 
for proved offences against the law. 
In complete disregard of the inhibi- 
tion Mr. Tooth, on Sunday, De- 
cember the 17th, officiated in the 
church, and was careful to repeat, 
with greater emphasis than ever, all 
tho acts which the Court of Arches hai 
condemned. Mr. Tooth Booms to be anx- 
ious to win distinction as a "martyr," and 
it is possible that his wish will speedily 
bejfritlined.

" THE N&NAIMO ELECTION. 

Tha return of Mr. D. W. Gordon to re- 
prpieut Nfinaimo in tho Local House is a 
gain to tho Government. Mr. Gordon 
will fill the seat held last session by Mr. 
Bryden, -who voted consistently with the 
Opposition. Mr. Gordon announced him- 
self in his address and on tho hustings as 
an independent supporter of tho Govern- 
ment. Upon that deolaration ho stood 
and upon it lias been returned. Of tho 
two dofeated candidates wo class Mr.llar- 
rold as an Independent and Mr. Salriston 
as an Oppositionist. Tho canvass was 
oonduoted with perfect good humor uml 
passed off pleasantly enough. Mr. Gor- 
don will mako a useful member; he has 
long taken a lively interest in politics, and 
his opinion will always be listened to with 
respect and confidence by both sides. 

THE ISLAND RAILWAY. 

Though the redoubtable Mr. DeCusmoa 
has removed his porson boyond roach of 
the i'alminatious of our press, his man- 
tle of falsehood seonis to havo fallen upon 
tho shoulders of some Jack Pudding, who 
will do no discredit to his mastor's repu- 
tation. Tho standard of misrepresenta- 
tion aud abuso will bo maintained as be- 
fore in the columns of our contemporary, 
if wo are to judge from tho tone of its 
"loader" yoatorday. On Sunday we pub- 
lished a letter that contained certain state- 
ments respecting tho remarks of Lord 
Dufferin and the Canadian railway policy. 
In yesterday's Standard tho letter is re- 
viewed as if its sentiments wore those of 
this journal. Tho fact of its being a com- 
munication is coucoalcd, aud it is treated 
throughout as an editorial article. "Wo 
mention this fact — uot to correct, tho mis- 
representations of our contemporary (that 
would require moro space than we have 
at our command) but to state that the ar- 
ticle did not appear as an editorial. 

THE PROPOSED COMPROMISE. 

Tho proposed compromino on tho Pre- 
sidential question continues to attract a 
good deal of attention, and finds f&vor 
with all the Demoeratic memban of the 
Senato and the House and sorao Ivopubli- 
can Senators. The scheme provides for 
the counting of tho electoral vote« by five 
members of tho Senato, five members of 
tho House, and four Justices of the Su- 
preme Court, who shall elect a fifth. Tho 
tribunal thus constituted shail docido all 
the questions that may sriso in a Presi- 
dential election, subject to the (ipproval 
of Congres». The fiv« Senatorial mom- 
bors may be all Republicans, or three Re- 
publicans and two Democrats. Tho live 
representatives must bo selected on what- 
ever rule is adoptod by the Senato. The 
Justices of the Suprome Court, as far as 
known, are to belong to both parties — 
two to each— and they nro to choose a 
fifth. In case of division tho Judge yet 
to bo selected will bo tho real arbiter of 
the Presidential election. In that sense 
the decision is committed to tho unknown, 
for the fifth Jndgo cannot he named until 
the bill is passed and becomes law. The 
Senate consists of 29 Democrats and -10 
Republicans, and should nine of tho Re- 
publicans vote for the measure it will be- 
come law, as tho House is Demoeratic 
by a fair majority. But assuming that 
tho compromise is accepted by tho gen- 
oral consent of tho Democrats and a strong 
Republican oo-oporation, there is still 
(says tho San Francisco Bulletin) "some 
further peering into the future to bo done. 
The contingency to bo considered is the 
decision of tho tribunal. If it should be 
in favor of Tilden. what chanco is there 
of its aceeptnnce by the two Houses of 
Congress? Tho Republican support 
which passed the compromise would bo 
sufficient to ensure its ratification, If no 
palpable injustice had boon done, it could 
not go back on itself. On tlie other hand, 
if it should declare for Haves, the Demo- 
crats would bo compelled to acquiesce, 
for the tribunal will be mainly of their 
creation." Thoro is, however, a contin- 
gency still unprovided for by tho scheme, 
whtch is tho unconstitutionality of tho 
mode proposed for electing "a President. 
We cannot, at this distance, understand 
how tho election in dispute can he deoid- 
ed by any other method than that pre- 
scribed by the Constitution in force at the 
time it camo off. Future election dis- 
putes might bo settled by the compro- 
mise; but can it affect an election that is 
past and gone? Wo earnestly hope that 
the groat difficulty will bo arranged ami- 
cably; but there is no way through tho 
inazo in tho plan now proposed. 



Canadian Mail,

Toronto, Jan. 9.— Tho Telegram this 
afternoon publishes more particulars 
about the bank defaulter, Barber, it 
■ays the bank authorities are in possossion 
of his oorreipondence, which has boon of 
groat assistance in ferreting out tho ex- 
tent of his defalcations. lie kopt thrco 
bank accounts — -ono at the Quebec Bank, 
one at tho Bank of Toronto, and one at 
another institution, tho name of which 
cannot be loarncd. It says that Barber 
carried 8800,000 Bank of Montreal stock 
on margin, and that the loss to tlie Rank 
by his stealings is 882,000, A firm of 
brokers in this city had $1,700 margin, 
with which they carried for Barber and 
817,000 of Rank of Toronto stock. It fur- 
ther states that it is assurod that Barber's 
friends offored one of tho Bank authorities 
in this city $12,000 to drop the prosecu- 
tion, and also that if $4.0,000 of tho loss 
had been made up, no prosecution would 
havo ensued. Tho preliminary examina- 
tion of Barber is going on this afternoon 
at tho Polico Court.

Mr. D. W. Gordon, the member eloct, 
returned his thanks to those gentlemen 
"who had placed so much confidence in 
him and returned him at tho head of tliq 
poll. He then complimented his oppo- 
nents on tho fairness and friendly spirit 
displayed during tho oontest, also tho Re- 
turning Oflicor and tho gentlemen associ- 
ated with him, for tho impartial manner 
in which they had conducted tho polling.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Sioux City, Jan. 23. -A telegram re- 
ceived hero from Fort Randall states that 
news was received there this afternoon 
through Indian miners of the capture of 
Voliu and Papinau's train on tho littlo 
Missouri River last Thursday morning by 
Crazy Horse's band and the massacro of 
twenty men who wero with tho train 
coining out of the Hills. Particulars of 
tho affair are not yot received, but tho 
roport is believed to be correct at tho 
Fort. Tho attack was made at a place 
thirty miles east of the Hills. 

New York, Jan. 22. — W. H. Vander- 
bilt's first public act of importance sineo 
his father's death will meet with general 
approval. He has practically given a 
quarter of a million dollars towards carry- 
ing out Strakosch's project of a grand 
opera houso. 

Washington, Jan. 23, — United States 
Marshal Wallace, of South Carolina, who 
is now in Washington, is in receipt of in- 
formation which leads him to believe that. 
Hampton and tho White Leaguo bands 
are about to make an attempt to instill 
Chamberlain and overthrow tho duly 
elected and legally constituted State 
Government. Their plan, us far as it can

— A dispatch says 
telegraph intelligence from tho Transvaal 
Republic announces that Seoocoeni is 
desirous of peace and a missionary has 
beon requested to nogotiato with him. 
No furthor nows has beon received re- 
specting tho movements of Bula, King of 
Cetaways, who was last reported to havo 
refused to porrnit the occupation by 
British troops of tho territory in dispute 
between himself and tho Transvaal Re- 
public. 

Paris, Jau. 23.— It is stated in official 
circles that Prince Mohonlo, the German 
ambassador, has lost no opportunity of 
assuring the Duko do Casas that Gormany 
regards tho attitudo of Franco in regard 
to tho eastern complication with good 
feelings, notwithstanding tho attack of 
tho German press. A good understand- 
ing between tho two Governments is un- 
interrupted. 

London, Jan. 23. — It is now certain 
that the Amorican ship George Groon, 
Capt. Wilcox, has beon lost with all on 
board. An ituinest has been hold at 
Kingston, Devonshire, on a body which 
has been idontifiod as that of Capt. 
Wilcox's wife. 

A special from Vienna roports that tho 
officers of tho Russian railways have been 
ordered to hold their road in roadinoss 
from the end of tho present week for a 
largo increase of military transportation. 

Tho Times' Vienna special says that 
notwithstanding tho departure of am- 
bassadors no opprehension seems felt of 
an immediate collision. On tho contrary, 
both Turkey aud Russia may attempt 
diplomatic communication. Turkey, 
throngh hor ambassador, has nlroady ox- 
proased tho hope that a failure of tho con- 
foronoo might not altogether terminate 
negotiation. Russia's intimation on tho 
other hand would, in the first instance, 
aim at ascertaining tho position which 
various cabinots moan to talto in case of 
Turkey's refusal, with a view to unite 
them for a common movement against tho 
Porto. Russia will only aot independent- 
ly if a common action should prove im- 
possible. As forRussia's acquiesoingin tho 
failure of the conference it lias never beon 
thought of for one moment. 

The Telegraph's Pera correspondent 
says tho Porto has sent tolegrnphic dis- 
patches to its ambassador at various 
courts informing them that whilo rogrot- 
ing tho proposals of the conference, it 
undertaken faithfully to extend now con- 
stitutional liborties to all its subjeots, 
Turkish ministers havo given thoir word 
not to attack Sorvia beforo tho expiration 
of tho armistice. 

A Berlin correspondent of the Timet 
remarks that if poaco is not concluded be- 
fore the end of the armistico Turkey will 
probably revert to her original demand 
that several Servian fortresses bo de- 
stvoyod and others surrendered. 

Tho Telegraph's Vienna correspondent 
says it is thought, as per announcement, 
that tho ambassadors of the three northern 
powers would ombark simultaneouslj- as 
intended to provo tho pormauency of tho 
alliance of tho threo Emperors. It is 
stated now that tho Russian international 
loan of two hundred million roublos is 
impending. 

A dispatch to tho Ihnes from Somliu 
mentions a roport that a Rtissiun legion is 
being formed near Gratova, on tho 
Danube, and tho Russian volunteers who 
ijuittod Servia are joining it.
